Foreword— The ‘Aircrew of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, that is the 
Pilot, Observer, Wireless Operator Air 
Gunner and the straight Air Gunner, 
are known as the “glamour boys” of 
the Air Force. They undoubtedly earn 
this title through the thrilling and 
dangerous nature of their duties. How- 
ever, little publicity attends the daily 
deeds of the “ground crews” and yet 
they are an indispensable unit of the 

orce, 

The pilot trusts the men who ser- 
vice his aircraft. He is well aware 
that his life and the lives of his crew 
depend upon the skill and knowledge 
of the mechanic, the armourer, the 
electrician, the wireless mechanic, the 


instrument maker and many others. 
ARMOURER (Guns)— 

Our Armourer is sleepy this morn- 
ing. Being on “early party” he and 
other Armourers are charged with the 
responsibility of having the Gunnery 
Aircraft “on the line” completely in- 
spected, guns mounted and ammuni- 
tion ready so that flying will start on 
time, which is generally daybreak. 
weathr permitting. 

As he arrives at the hangar he notes 
the number of aircraft that will be re- 
quired for teh days schedule. Each 
craft is given a careful check, that is 
those parts which are the responsibil- 
ity of the Armourers. Gun mountings 
and safety devices are given a care- 
ful going over and, satisfied that all is 
well, he signs the Aircraft Serviceabil- 
ity form. After ascertaining what type 
of gun is to be used and mounting it 
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@ Alberta’s unique travelling clinic 
has left Edmonton for the annual tour 
of country under 
direction of the department of health. 
This year’s tour will include Winfield, 
Minnehik, Breton, Warburg, Sangudo, 
Green Court, Mayerthorpe, Campsie, 
Fort Assiniboine, Linaria, Jarvie, 
Newbrook, Grassland, Piamondon, 
Wandering River, Canyon Creek, 
Faust, Grouard, Falher (or Giroux- 
ville), Tangent, Rycroft, Hythe, De- 
Bolt and Valley View.

in the craft he reports back to the 
armament section, The planes are 
now on the lines and warming up. 
Just as Old Sol peeks over the horizon 
the pilots put in their appearance and 
in a few minutes a mighty roar sign- 
ifies the craft are away for the gun- 
nery range.

TRAILED BY GERMAN GESTAPO 
NOT PLEASANT EXPERIENCE 


This is the 16th in the series of art- 
icles describing a trip to Britain last 
September and October. The writer, 
Hugh Templin, editor of the Fergus 
News-Record, represented the Canad- 
ian Weekly Newspapers Association 
and the stories are written exclusively 
for the weekly newspapers of Canada. 


I'll never forget the night we left 
Ireland behind and flew away toward 
Portugal in the largest seaplane I ev- 
er saw, the good ship ‘Berwick,”’ 
which later became famous when it 
carried Winston Churchill back over 
the Atlantic from Bermuda to Britain. 

We left the peaceful little village of 
Adare, in Southern Ireland, about ten 
o’clock on Friday night, driving by 
bus along the winding, walled roads, 
through a couple more tiny hamlets, 
and down one last hill to the seacoast. 
Once again, there was a hurried ses- 
sion in the little customs. house, 
though no baggage was opened for in- 
spection, One more entry was made in 
our passports, and we filed out on the 
pier and down a shaky gangplank to 
the launch. 


It all seemed strange to me _ that 
night. There I was in Ireland, where 
I had never expested to be. Behind 
us on the hills, lights shone in the 
few houses, not exactly what we had 
become accustomed to during a month 
in England, where everything would 
have been black. On the pier a power- 
ful searchlight swung around picking 
out at times the shape of the big win- 
ged boat out on the estuary, throwing 
its black shadow on the cliff behind 
until it looked like two ships, one 
grey and one black. 

One launch had gone out with the 
mail and I climbed into another with 
a dozen fellow passengers. One or 
two loads had already gone aboard. 
The bay was rough and our launch 
went out beyond the seaplane, drift- 
ing back past it. The crew missed the 
rope thrown from the plane and tried 
again. The second time they had bet- 
ter luck and we climbed aboard the 
big float which is a part of the body 
of the plane and down through the 
narrow door. 

The interior looked familiar. This 
was another Boeing plane, similar to

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theClippers by which I had crossed 
the Atlantic some weeks before. Even 
the pattern on the tapestry that cov- 
ered the walls was the same. But this 
was a later model and larger. 

There were no berths for the pas- 
sengers that night. There wasn’t room 
for them. We were packed in too 
closely, and we sat up all night in the 
comfortable seats. After we rose from 
the water ,there were no lights either. 
The plane was to fly down opposite 
the unfriendly coast of France, always 
in danger from enemy raiders, and the 
only safe way to go was in the dark. 
And even that wasn’t too safe, as we 
all realized. So we sat sprawled ar- 
ound in all sorts of queer shapes, try- 
in gto sleep—and having some success 
at that. 


Aboard the Berwick— 

I don’t think Pan American Air- 
Ways would have tried to fly a Clip- 
per on a night like that. The waves 
were high and the wind was offshore-.. 
That made ‘t necessary to go away 
out into the estuary and taxi toward 
the land, with the ship gaining height 
fast enough to clear the range of low 
hills. Besides, the plane had a heavy 
load. Three times, the Captain tried 
before he finally lifted off the waves 
and into the air. Each time, he went 
farther out into the open ocean. 

1 sat at the little window and looked 
out at the waves, thrilled beyond any- 
thing I had known on the trip before. 
I could see two of the four huge mot- 
ors and t ehlong wing with a green 
light out near the tip. The waves spla- 
shed up over the window when the 
motors speeded up. Twice the waves 
were so high they came up over the 
wing-tip, obscuring the green light. 
Then we turned towards land, and 
there was a louder roar, and I could 
feel the slap-slap of the wave on the 
bottom of the ship growing less vio- 
lent and finally disappearing, and we 
were in the air. 

The great ship circled towards the 
south, The wing-tip light and all the 
interior lights went out. Down below, 
little Irish villages and the City of 
Limerick showed through the clouds, 
for Ireland has no blackout. Minutes 
later, there were two or three light- 
houses, and the moon shining on the 
open sea, then nothing more _ but 
clouds for hours and hours. 


Lisbon From the Air— 

Lisbon, as seen from the air, is one 
of the most beautiful of cities. The 
Berwick arrived over the mouth of 
the Tagus River just before the sun 
came up over the hills behind Lisbon, 
(The interior of Portugal is quite 
mountainous in spots). Down below, 
a large fleet of fishing boats could be 
seen on the Atlantic, mostly little 
sailing ships, but a few steam traw- 
lers. Then there was’ Estoril, the 
health resort at the mouth of the riv- 
er, and then Lisbon set on several 
hills. A new airport was being built 
outside the city, with broad modern 
roads leading to it, in contrast to the 
narrow lanes of the city itself. An Or- 
iental cemetery with little tombs in- 
side a high wall provided an add touch 

Twice theship lircled thecity, los- 
ing height, and came down on the 
river beside a Pan American Clipper, 
preparing to leavin a few hours. 
“How nice it would be,” I thought, 
“to transfer from one plane to the oth- 
er, without even bothering to g0 
ashore.” But wartime travel isn’t that 
easy in Europe, 


Lisbon is one of the most romantic 
cities in the world at present. It’s a 
poor magazine that hasn’t had some 
story dealing with Lisbon and its re- 
fugees, its spies, the German Gestapo 
and such like. There has been a whole 
series of moving pictures about Lis- 
bon, such as “One Night in Lisbon,” 
“The Lady Has Plans,” and ‘“Affec- 
tionately Yours.” The general idea 
seems to be that anything can happen 
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thing can happen there, and most of 
it does happen. Some of the things 
that have happened are probably more 
exciting than anything the fiction 
writers have produced. But alas! 
Some of the true stories must be kept 
secret until after the war. 

I didn’t see much of Lisbon the 
first time I was there, but on the re- 
turn trip, I saw far too much, and I do

If any sugar remains after 
canning and preserving, it shall form part 
of the regular ration of 1% lb. per person 
per week.

(Editorial from Liberty Magazine 
May 9th, 1942), 

These are dangerous times. They 
are times when it is peculiarly urgent 
that people should think clearly and 
sanely before they speak.

His work, however, does stop 
here. He may be detailed to super- 
vise the ground range where perhaps 
half a dozen machine guns are being 
fired by students who have not reach- 
ed the air-firing stage.

Power operated turrets must also 
be looked after by the Armourer and 
he must be familiar with the entire 
hydraulic system and may be called 
on for adjustment, repairs, harmoni- 
zation of teh guns or installation of 
sights. 

Ammunition is part of the Armour- 
er’s responsibility. He must see to the 
loading of ammunition drums and 
belts and the testing of same. One 
might have the impression that if

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weather is unfavorable for flying ,the 
|armourer should have an easy time. 
Such is not the case as a great deal of 
his work is routine. Guns must be in- 
spected by completely dismantling 
the entire machanism and checking 


each individual part thoroughly after 
so many rounds have been fired. This, 
is in addition to the cleaning and _ in- 
spection after each day’s firing. Am- 
munition must be tested and if it has 
remained in storage for a certain 
length of time it must receive a firing 


test. Guns sights must be checked 
and harmonized and countless other 
jobs keep him occupied. 

If sent overseas the Armourer finds 
his work a great deal more _interest- 
ing. Working on high-speed combat 
planes, the turrets on huge bombers

€ Barley for Choice Bacon 


Bacon which is relished by the 
British consumer can only come from 
the right kind of hogs fed in the 
right way. That consumer happens 
to be Canada’s best customer for this ! 
commodity. No matter how ideal the 
type may be, a hog will not yield 
good bacon unless it receives the right 
kind of feed. Which of the common 
grains is the best feed for bacon hogs | 
has been the subject of a series of 
interesting tests conducted by Dr. 
E. W. Crampton, animal nutrition 
expert at Macdonald College, Quebec. 
The work was carried on under the 
auspices of the National Barley and 
Flax Committee. Western grains 
were used in the experiments. His 
first test was designed to determine 
the relative feeding values of barley, 
oats and corn. Barley was shown 
to be definitely superior to either 
oats or corn, whether rate of gain, 
efficiency of feed or carcass quality 
were measured. Oats resulted in 
slower gains and unfinished carcasses, 
Corn fed hogs were consistently 
degraded because the carcasses were 
oily, soft, and overfinished. 

The next test was made do com- 
pare the feeding values of barley and 
wheat. This was suggested by the 
Barley Committee because of the 
surplus of wheat and the rapidly 
expanding swine industry in the 
prairie provinces. The results of 
this test showed that barley fed 
hogs yielded more suitable carcasses, 
but those getting wheat made faster 
gains. These results would suggest 
that wheat and barley should make 
an ideal combination to secure maxi- 
mum efficiency of feeding, and at 
the same time obtain high quality. 
This is precisely what Dr. Crampton 
proposes to study in a test now in 
progress. 

In the meantime, farmers are being 
urged to grow more barley to feed 
more hogs, which are needed im 
Canada’s expanding war program.—

Every man between the ages of 16 and 69 who is unemployed or 
who will not be gainfully occupied after May 31, 1942, must reg- 
ister. The following are excepted: Full-time students, or those 
confined in an asylum, or a prison, or hospital or home for the 
aged and infirm, or are subject to the provisions of the Essential 
Work (Scientific and Technical Personnel) Regulations, 1942. 


WHEN TO REGISTER 


If you have not already registered at an Employment and Claims 
Office of the Unemployment Insurance Commission within the last 
two weeks, or have not obtained work, you are required to register 
within the week of June lst, 1942, or within one week after be- 
coming unemployed or not gainfully occupied at any time after 
May 3lst, 1942. 


WHERE TO REGISTER 


1. At an Employment and Claims Office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, if you live in, or within five miles of, a 
city or town in which there is such an office; or 


At the nearest Post Office, if you do not live in, or within five 
miles of, a city or town in which there is an Employment and 
Claims Office. 


You must renew your registration at least every two weeks if you 
remain unemployed.
